Biographies 



Steven Philcox 


Heralded by The Globe and Mail 
as “a superb piano partner... 
gorgeously accompanied,” Steven 
Philcox is regarded as one of 
Canada’s finest collaborators and 
is a frequent partner of Canada’s 
vocal elite performing in concert 
halls across North America. No 
stranger to Toronto audiences, 
Philcox continues to garner the 
reputation as one of this city’s most 
expressive and colorful interpreters. 

From 1999-2010, Philcox was a 
celebrated member of the music 
staff of the Canadian Opera 
Company. He served as repetiteur 
and assistant conductor on more 
than 35 productions and was the 
pianist of choice for the continuo 
of Handel and Mozart. In 2006, 
Philcox distinguished himself in 
an auspicious debut conducting 
the final performance of Mozart’s 
Cosi fan tutte in the Four Seasons 
Centre for the Performing Arts. 


Increasingly recognized for his 
teaching, Philcox has given 
masterclasses throughout Canada 
and is regularly invited to mentor 
young artists at many of Canada’s 
prestigious summer programs. 
Recent highlights include Opera on 
the Avalon, Toronto Summer 
Music, Vancouver International 
Song Institute and the Centre for 
Operatic Studies in Italy. 

In 2011, Philcox co-founded the 
Canadian Art Song Project with 
tenor Lawrence Wiliford. CASP’s 
mission is to foster the development 
of new song through an annual 
commission and its performance as 
well as providing opportunities for 
Canadian artists to program and, in 
doing so, reinvigorate the existing 
song literature. Since its inception, 
CASP has brought together 
composers, writers, and performing 
artists in the creation of ten new 
works for voice and piano. It has 
released two CDs dedicated to the 
music of Derek Holman and Norbert 
Palej, both of which have been 
received with great critical acclaim.

Lydia Wong 


One of Canada’s most sought after 
collaborative pianists, Lydia Wong 
appears regularly with the world’s 
pre-eminent performers in venues 
across the globe from Carnegie 
Recital Hall in New York City to 
London’s Wigmore Hall. 

Active in new music, Wong has 
enjoyed a special association with 
composer Krzystof Penderecki 
following the North American 
premiere of his Sextet at the Banff 
Summer Music Festival. She was 
subsequently invited to perform 
the Sextet and other works at the 
Festival Casals in Puerto Rico and 
at the “Making Music” series in 
New York City by Carnegie Hall. 
With violinist Erika Raum, she also 
gave the North American premiere 
of Penderecki’s Violin Sonata 
No.2 in Toronto and performed at 
Maestro Penderecki’s 70 ^ birthday 
celebration in Warsaw, Poland. 

Wong has served as a member 
of the jury for the Seventh Annual 
International Contemporary 


Chamber Music Competition 
in Krakow, Poland, music 
commissioning program for the 
Ontario Arts Council in Toronto and 
the JUNO Awards. 

Wong’s most recent CD, Glistening 
Pianos with pianist Midori Koga 
featuring music by Canadian 
Chinese composer Alice Ping Yee 
Ho, was released February 2014 
on CentreDiscs and was nominated 
for a 2015 JUNO Award. She can 
also be heard on Naxos, Marquis 
Classics, Phoenix Records and 
has performed for networks in 
North America, Africa and Europe 
besides broadcasting regularly for 
the CBC. Her CD American Flute 
Masterpieces with flutist Susan 
Hoeppner was also nominated for a 
Juno Award in 2012. 

A graduate of the University of 
Toronto and the Guildhall School 
of Music and Drama, Wong has 
been on faculty at the University 
of Toronto since 1998. She is 
also Artistic Co-Ordinator of the 
Collaborative Piano Internship 
program at the Banff Centre where 
she has been on faculty since 
1993. 



Melisande Sinsoulier 


A native of France, pianist 
Melisande Sinsoulier has 
established herself as a sought- 
after collaborator and pedagogue in 
the Toronto scene. 

As a recipient of the John Vivash’s 
scholarship, Sinsoulier is a current 
doctoral student in collaborative 
piano at the University of Toronto, 
receiving guidance from Professor 
Steven Philcox. 

Recent appearances include 
performances at the Sacred Music 
Festival of Quebec City with Ottawa 
Bach Choir, Toronto Gladstone’s 
Hotel with Tapestry Opera, Nuit 
Blanche Festival, CBC broadcast 
and Toronto Summer Music 
Festival. 

She has been featured in master 
classes with Gillian Keith, Catherine 
Wynn-Rogers, Soile Isokoski, 
Warren Jones, Martin Katz and 
Barbara Hannigan. 


University of Toronto, she teaches 
piano in the Department of Fine 
Arts at York University. 

Sinsoulier is equally at home in solo 
repertoire, chamber music and is a 
fervent advocate of new music. 

She frequently collaborates with 
the Faculty’s Voice Studies Area 
and she was recently the pianist 
repetiteur of a Tapestry Opera 
workshop: “A Modest Proposal” by 
Canadian composer Kevin Morse. 

Her passion for poetry and her 
fascination for the marriage 
of words and music have led 
Sinsoulier to develop particular af 
finities with the art song repertoire. 

Prior to her establishment 
in Canada, she completed 
her master’s degree in piano 
performance at the Royal 
Conservatory of Music of Brussels, 
where she also received 
a first prize in chamber music and 
diploma of piano pedagogy. 

In France, she was a laureate of 
the Scriabin competition of the 
city of Paris and Albert Roussel 
International competition. 

She holds a bachelor in musicology 
from the University of Rennes 
(France). 


In parallel with her studies at the 





Australian pianist Lara Dodds- 
Eden is in her second year of the 
DMA programme in Collaborative 
Piano with Lydia Wong at the 
University of Toronto. Before 
moving to Toronto, Dodds-Eden 
spent much of the previous year 
as collaborative pianist and artistic 
associate of the Banff Centre’s Fall 
and Winter Music Residencies, 
where she assisted in curating 
the public events of the season 
and took her job description as 
literally as possible — performing, 
recording and improvising with 
international musicians including 
cellist Gavriel Lipkind, pianist Ronan 
O’Hora, Broken Social Scene’s 
Kevin Drew and Charles Spearin, 
the Australian Chamber Orchestra 
and a huge number of singer 
songwriters, composers, sound 
artists and electronic musicians. 
Many of these initial collaborations 
have blossomed in Toronto and 
Dodds-Eden appears routinely at 
local venues including UofT’s Walter 
Hall, the CMC, the Holy Oak, the 
Burdock and Gallery 345. 


Lara studied both in Canberra and 
London, at the Guildhall School 
of Music and Drama. She has 
performed as a song accompanist, 
chamber musician and concerto 
soloist alongside many of the 
prominent musicians of her 
generation, in major international 
venues including London’s Purcell 
Room; Wigmore, Royal Festival, 
and Barbican Halls; Amsterdam’s 
Het Concertgebouw, Bratislava’s 
Philharmonic Hall, Sydney’s Angel 
Place Recital Hall and as a featured 
artist at the Aldeburgh Festival. 
From 2010-2013, she was artistic 
director of the Paxos Chamber 
Music Festival in Greece. Since 
moving to Toronto, she has played 
in master classes for Barbara 
Hannigan and Warren Jones and 
presented the first of her DMA 
recitals featuring an electronic 
composition by Ben McCarthy, an 
original song with improvised piano 
by Bernice’s Robin Dann, violinist 
Sheila Jaffe, and singers Alex 
Samaras, Danika Loren and liana 
Zarankin.
